I eith er saloon owner, or bartender, freq uently 
i h ad h is place of business and h imself mort- 
! gaged to th e brewery , and for th e real owner, 
i th e brewer, th e saloon business was ex ceedingly 
profitable. 
Th e w riter say s th at in h is vears of ex peri­ 
ence in h undreds of saloons h e never saw a 
woman or a girl in one. Well, we saw many 
in our time, old women and y oung women and 
girls. W e saw old women come to trr to drag 
th eir sons out of th e saloons,—th e same was 
true with wives seeking h usbands, and girls 
th eir fath ers. 
W e h ave accomnanicd a wife 
more th an once on such an errand.

According tu a correspondent in th e Ch ristian 
In th is letter th e w riter savs. among oth er Science Monitor, parents in Spain like parents 
th ing*, th at th e people go to Tia Juana to get in Russia are sh ocked b. th e sweeping away of 
good liq uor. 
Evidently th ere is a difference of old traditions and by th e easy camarderie be- 
opinion, for we h ave been constantly assured tween th e y oung people of both sex es. 
But 
by “wets” th at one can get all th e good liq uor listen to one of th e manifestations of th e new 
th at h e desires righ t now and h ere. 
We are* clay th at h as aroused th eir misgivings in Spain, 
glad to know th at th is is not true. Proh ibition Wh en y oung couples are introduced th ere now- 
is accomplish ing someth ing, according to th at, aday s use th e “th ou” formerly reserved for in- 
But h e urges furth er th at th ey go to buy it timate acq uaintances! 
Even today in Spain 
legally and drink it with out fear of molestation. 
Again, we want to congratulate our officers 
on proh ibition conditions. 
W e are glad to 
know' th at th ere are people with appetites for 
liq uor wh o obey th e law. 
W e h ad been told by 
so many th at th ere weren’t any such folks; 
th at th ey all violated it, and th ey h ad no fear 
of th e officers. 
W e are h aving some of th ese 
arguments met in such a letter. 
He say s th at th e “wets” do not claim th at 
th ere is more liq uor drunk now th an in 1020. but 
th at th ere is of h ard liq uor. 
We will let h im 
figh t it out with th e oth ers. 
W e are not famil­ 
iar with th e amounts, but we h ave been con­ 
stantly told th at th ere is more liq uor sold and 
drunk in th e United States now and more peo­ 
ple engaged in th e work th an th ere used to be. 
.As to h ow' th ey are split up, we h aven’t h eard 
th e arguments and in fact, we h aven’t seen th e 
figures at all. 
Th e w riter say s in regard to labor and th e 
amount of liq uor now made, th at it is h ome­ 
brewed and h ome-distilled, and h ence does not 
employ so many people. 
It w’ould seem to us 
th at if th ere were any w h ere nearly as much drunk, 
eith er distilled or brewed liq uor, th at in th is 
h and meth od and individualistic way , th at th ere 
would be more people employ ed th an th ere 
would be to manufacture th e same amount in 
large factories. 
Th is is a m atter of opinion. 
Th e writer also suggests th at h e is told th at 
practically every h otel bell boy in every large 
city is a bootlegger, in a small way . 
Y’es, we 
h ave been freq uently told th at. 
We were ac­ 
companied to San Francisco some time ago by 
a man wh o h ad made th ose assertions. 
We 
asked h im th en if h e wouldn’t get us some 
liq uor wh en we got to a certain h otel. H e said, 
“W ith ease, y ou can get it from th e bell-h op.” 
We arrived th ere, and took adjoining rooms. 
I was ly ing on h is bed reading th e paper wh en 
th e bell-h op came in in response to h is ring, 
and h e asked h im if h e couldn’t get some liq uor. 
Th e bell-h op said “No, we can’t dc it, we 
would lose our jobs if we did.” 
After ex ert­ 
ing h imself th rough th e bell-h op to th e ch ief 
of bell-h ops, h e h ad to give it up. 
We are not 
say ing th at liq uor is not easy to procure in 
San Francisco. 
We are giving th e result of 
our ex perience in one h otel, 
and 
even our 
friend h ad to admit th at th ere was a sligh t 
ex aggeration. 
Th e writer of th is letter say s th at th e “dry s” 
were q uite anx ious to sh ow th at brewing and 
distilling 
diverted 
very 
large 
q uantities 
of 
breadstuffs from proper 
ch annels. 
W e 
are 
afraid h e is not familiar with th e campaign of 
th e “dry s” wh ich was conducted before pro­ 
h ibition. We presume we h ave h eard from a 
th ousand platforms, 
and 
h ave spoken from 
h undreds ourselves during th at period, alway s 
to sh ow th at th e amount of grain used in th e 
manufacture of beer and wh iskey was infinitesi 
mal compared with th e total amount. 
So we 
would urge th at in th is we know h e is speak­ 
ing with out th e facts, and th ere is a tremen­ 
dous inconsistency in th e arguments. 
Again, th ere was never a time until th e war, 
wh en th ere was any suggestion of men being 
drawn from productive work into th e liq uor 
business. It was constantly urged bv th e liauor 
men th at it would th row th ese oeoole out of 
employ ment, and it was urged th en as now’, 
th at th e amount of money invested in liq uor, 
if invested in any oth er m anufacturing product, 
could employ many times th e same number. 
We knew th e number of men—government 
statistics sh ow th e number of men th at were 
engaged in such work. At th e h igh est point of 
th e brewing industry th e number employ ed in 
th e United States was a little over 8 9 ,000. Th e 
writer suggests th at th ere w’ere about 240,000 
men engaged in th e retailing business, and say s 
th at th ere was about th e same number in man­ 
ufacturing. 
Th is is guess work—th ere was a 
little over h alf as many in th e manufacturing 
as in th e retailing. 
Th e w’riter say s th at th e saloon business was 


n o t a very profitable business. It was ex ceed­ 
ingly profitable for th ose wh o owned th e liq uor, 


we are told m arried people dance only with one 
anoth er. 
Th e y oung people will be less th rilled by ro­ 
mance wh en th ere is less reserve. 
Make re­ 
lationsh ips between th e sex es casual and its 
pleasures and joy s are casual, sh allow, and 
fleeting. 
Spain is a land of romance and it is 
because its women folk are h edged about with 
barriers wh ich make of wooing a long and 
arduous undertaking, with a smile, th e flip 
of a rose, a song th e milestone on th e route to 
th e adored one.
